Latin  America 

Mr.  amd  Mrs.  W.  J.  Webb,  formerly 
In  Mexico,  are  now  serving  in  Guate¬ 
mala.  where  there  are  fifteen 
churches,  six  pastors,  and  a  Bible 
school.  This  is  the  only  nation  where 
Southern  Baptists  have  a  few  pure' 
Indian  churches.  Southern  Baptists 
are  also  helping  one*  Baptist  church 
in  the  neighboring  nation  of  Hon¬ 
duras. 

Another  new  field  in  Latin  America 
is  among  Russian-speaking  people  in 
Paraguay,  with  whom  the  W.  E.  Cralg- 
heads.  formerly  serving  in  Bessarabia, 
recently  began  working.  A  missionary 
couple  from  Colombia,  the  Tom  L. 
Neelys,  will  enter  Venezuela  early  next 
year. 

Europe 

Secretaries  M.  Theron  Rankin  and 
George  W.  Sadler,  and  two  members 
of  the  Board,  Dr.  J.  W.  Storer  and  Dr. 
Theodore  Adams,  attended  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  European  and  North  Ameri¬ 
can  Baptists  in  London  late  in  August. 
As  a  result  of  this  conference,  and 
realizing  that  the  greatest  need  in  Eu¬ 
rope  is  trained  leaders,  the  Board 
granted  from  rehabilitation  funds  $2,- 
320  for  the  Oslo  seminary,  $10,000  for 
Hambury  semlntor,  $35,000  for  a  semi¬ 
nary  building  in  Budapest  (bombed 
by  our  own  forces),  and  $10,000  for  a 
publishing  plant  in  Bremen,  Germany. 
Near  East 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  seven 
missionaiies  in  the  Near  East — three 
in  Nanreth,  two  in  Bahrain  and  two 
in  Transjordan.

FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD’S. 

STATE.MENT  OF  POLICY 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board,  in  its 
semi-annual  full  meeting  in  Rich¬ 
mond.  October  19-20,  devoted  an  en¬ 
tire  afternoon  session  to  a  careful 
cdhsideration  of  the  administrative 
policies  of  the  Board.  The  relationship 
of  the  Board  to  other  organizations 
and  its  administration  of  relief  funds 
were  given  special  attention. 

By  unanimous  vote  the  following 
statement  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  executive  secretary  was  adopted 
as  a  statement  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board: 

"The  administrative  staff  of  the 
Foreign  ICsslon  Board  unanimously 
accepts  the  unequivocal  responsibility 
for  administering  all  of^  the  affairs 
of  this  Board  in  keeping  with  the 
beliefs  and  pedicles  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  as  represented  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  We  accept  this 
responsibility  not  only  because  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  as  an  agency  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  we  are  otdigated  by  honor  to 
do  this,  but  much  more  because  our 
personal  convictions  are^  in  accord 
with  the  basic  beliefs  and  positions 
as  expressed  by  our  Convention.  Be¬ 
ing  Baptists  as  we  are,  our  Conven¬ 
tion  has  never  undertaken  to  define 
for  every  Individual  church  or  church 
member  the  specific  details  of  our 
basic  beliefs.  Differing  po.sltions  are 
held  concerning  some  of  these  de¬ 
tails.  But  there  can  be  little  question 
as  to  what  the  basic  beliefs  and 
positions  are. 

“Our  Convention  has  made  itself 
qiilte  explicit  in  its  conviction  that 
the  Convention  should  not  have  mem¬ 
bership  in  or  affiliation  with  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  or  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches.  I  speak 
far  the  entire  administrative  staff 
when  I  say  that  it  is  our  purpose  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  in  accordance  with  this 
position  of  our  Convention. 

*T  call  your  attention  to  one  of  the 
six  objectives  which  I  proposed  in  the 
first  report  that  I  brought  to  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  as  its  Executive 
Secretary  at  the  April  meeting  in 
1945.  ‘We  must  steadfastly  pursue  the 
objective  of  promoting  New  Testa¬ 
ment  churches  which  are  directly 
responsible  to  God  and  which  can 
admit  no  authority  between  them¬ 
selves  and  Him.  We  believe  that  God 
moves  in  and  through  such  local 
groups  of  believers  to  work  out  His 
will  among  men.  They  are  his  ag^en- 
cies  of  salvation  among  the  people 
of  their  own  lands.  It  follows  then, 
that  such  churches  cannot  be  exten¬ 
sions  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  They  must  be  rooted  in  the 
soil  and  life  of  the  nations  in  which 
they  live;  they  must  be  Brazilian 
Baptist,  Nigerian  Baptist.  Chinese 
Baptist  churches.  We  fnust  promote 
their  independence  by  helping  to  train 
their  leaders  who  will  be  directly 
respon.sible  to  their  own  churches  and 
agencies.  They  must  increase  and  we 
must  decrease. 

“‘It  follows,  also,  that  we  cannot 
lend  ourselves  to  any  movement  that 
would  absorb  these  churches  in  an 
organic  Church  or  ecclesiastical  world 
council.  We  believe  that  they  can  no 
more  be  responsible  to  an  organic 
World  Church  or  National  Church 
than  they  could  be  respon.slble  to  an

moving  to  Beirut  in  order  to  work 
more  freely.  * 

A  cable  received  October  20  from  one 
of  our  missionaries  reported  news 
from  the  Jerusalem  consulate  that 
property  of  the  Baptist  Near  East  Mis¬ 
sion  Is  safe.  Hit  five  times  by  shells, 
the  roof  requires  repairs  before  rains 
come  and  the  missionary  asked  that 
three  hundred  dollars  be  cabled.  Be¬ 
cause  of  heavy  censorship,  mission¬ 
aries  in  the  Near  East  cannot  write 
fuUy  of  conditions  in  Palestine.  A  dil- 
flcnlt  winter  is  expected  In  Nazareth 
because  of  villages  having  been  razed 
and  thousands  turned  out  of  their 
homes  without  food,  clothes  or  money.

Tliis 
transaction  will  solve  a  difficulty 
faced  by  the  Board  for  more  than  a 
year  In  trying  to  relieve  crowded  con¬ 
ditions  occasioned  by  an  expanding 
force. 
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ROOMS  FOR  MESSENGERS 
TO  STATE  CONVENTION 

Anticipating  a  record  number  of 
mesesngers  to  our  State  Convention, 
the  Jackson  pastors  are  arranging 
through  their  churches  to  provide 
rooms  In  private  homes  for  all  mes¬ 
sengers  who  desire  them. 

The  cost  will  be  $1.00  per  night,  per- 
person.  The  hosts  are  not  being  re¬ 
quested  to  furnish  breakfast  for  the 
visitors.  This  is  done  with  the  thought 
that  more  rooms  will  be  available  in 
the  event  that  the  visitor  does  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  take  a  meal  in  the  home. 

Hotel  and  tourist  court  reservations 
will  not  be  made  by  the  board  com¬ 
mittee  but  must  be  made  direct. 

Persons  desiring  a  room  In  a  pri¬ 
vate  home  should  write  as  early  as 
possible  to  Hospitality  Committee, 
First  Baptist  Church,  Jackson.  In  the 
event  that  It  is  desirable  to  share  a 
room  with  another  person,  reserva¬ 
tion  should  be  made  jointly. 

To  be  sure  of  getting  a  room,  reser¬ 
vation  must  be  made  in  advance. 
Those  requesting  rooms  before  the 
Convention  will  be  provided  with 
rooms,  but,  although  effort  will  be 
made  to  provide  rooms  for  those  who 
(xwne  without  previous  reservation* 
no  promise  can  be  made  concerning 
the  rooms. 

A  Nursery  will  be  provided  for  .small 
children  of  messengers  while  the  par¬ 
ents  are  attending  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention,  without  cost  to  the  par¬ 
ents.

The  nder  of  Ihe  seesnd  horse  has

Although  we  cannot  publish  all 
letters  similar  to  the  one  below, 
we  feel  that  many  of  our  readers 
win  be  interested  in  knowing  how 
people  in  Europe  feel  about  relief 
which  comes  to  them  from  people 
ki  the  United  States. 

The  letter  reproduced  below  was 
written  to  Mrs.  Cecil  Culpepper, 
President  of  the  Causeyville  WMU.

Lutheran  Leader  Says 
A  Satisfied  Church 
Is  A  Dying  Church 

According  to  a  recent  Religious 
News  Service  dispatch.  Dr.  Clar¬ 
ence  C.  Stoughton  of  New  York, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Lutheran 
Laymen’s  Movement  for  Steward¬ 
ship,  has  nrade  an  appeal  for  more 
’’dissatisfied  laymen.”  He  also  said 
that  a  satisfied  church  ”»  a  dying 
church.”  In  those  few  words  Dr. 
Stoughton  has  said  much.  A  satis¬ 
fied  life  or  a  satisfied  church  is  a 
dying  life  or  a  dying  church.  As 
Dr.  Stoughton  well  says,  we  need 
dissatisfied  laymen.  Any  time  we 
think  we  have  reached  perfection 
or  done  all  that  there  is  to  be  done, 
or  accomplished  all  that  there  is  to 
be  accomplished,  we  l^^ve  reached 
a  sad  state  of  affairs. 

Paul  did  not  feel  that  he  had 
reacheci  perfection  or  done  all  that 
was  needed  to  be  done.  He  said  in 
Phil.  3:14,  “1  press  toward  tite 
,  mark  for  the  prixe  of  the  high  call¬ 
ing  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.” 

Rut  rea<l  what  Dr.  Stoughton 


says  in  appealing  for  dissatisfied 
laymen: 

'PHILADELPHIA  —  Warning 
that  a  satisfied  Church  **is  a  dying 
Church,”  Dr.  Clarence  C.  Stough¬ 
ton  of  New  York,  executive  dir¬ 
ector  of  the  Lutheran  Laymen’s 
Movement  for  Stewardship,  ap¬ 
pealed  here  for  more  ’’dissatisfied 
laymen.” 

’’The  victories  of  faith,”  he  said 
at  a  dinner  held  during  the  16th 
biennial  convention  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  ’’arc 
with  the  unsatisfied  churches  and 
with  the  unsatisfied  Christians.” 

He  called  for  dissatisfaction  with 
’The  widespread  assumption  that 
theology  is  something  foreign  to 
the  Christian  laymen,  that  H  is  a 
field  in  which  he  is  not  to  wander 
or  even  to  seem  familiar,  that  H  is 
an  area  of  high  exclusiveness  to 
which  only  religious  esoterics  may 
be  admitted.” 

In  this  connection,  he  deplored 
’Those  theologians  who  write  as  if 
they  were  continually  daring  one 
to  guess  what  tremendous  truths 
they  are  hiding  behind  their  diffi¬ 
cult  and  abstruse  language.” 

’’Blessed  be  all  those  theologians 
of  all  times,”  he  added,  ’’who  have 
discovered  the  beauty  and  the 
power  of  simple  English  such  as 
that  in  the  Bible  itself.  Surely  we 
dare  not  rest  satisfied,  we  laymen, 
until  the  rich  theological  heritage 
of  the  Church  is  our  heritage  too.” 

Suggesting  that  laymen  should 
also  be  dissatisfied  with  a  theology 
’That  permits  us  to  rest  comfort¬ 
ably,”  Dr.  Stoughton  declared: 

’Dur  task  as  laymen,  H  seems  to 
me,  must  be  to  remind  ourselves 
day  in  and  day  out  that  once  the 
Christian  has  been  justified  by 
God’s  grace,  then  good  works  most 
follow;  that  the  test  of  our  dis- 
cipelship  in  the  words  of  the  Mas¬ 
ter,  most  always  be  whether  we 
bear  much  fruit,  or  little  ,or  none 
at  alL  Until  we  have  that  kind  of 
emphasis  in  our  theology  we  must 
remain  unsatisfied.” 

He  said  further  that  laymen 
’’dare  not  be  satisfied”  in  the  light 
of  all  that  remains  undone  in  home 
and  foreign  missions,  in  evangel¬ 
ism,  overseas  reconstruction  and 
rehabilitation.

•said,  “A  drama  la  a  composition  In 
proae  and  poetry,  accommodated  to  ac¬ 
tion  and  intended  to  portray  hfe  or 
character,  or  to  tell  a  story  by  actlona, 
and  usually  dialogue,  tending  toward 
some  result  directly  based  upon  them. 
The  dominant  effect  of  a  reading  of 
Job  upon  any  reader  who  has  had  study 
in  forms  of  literature  Is  that  of  a  magni¬ 
ficent  drama.

THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  has  given  extensive 
study  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
duties  and  the  servleea  of  the  Social  Serv¬ 
ice  Committee,  including  references  In 
the  OoBstltutlou  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  ConvcwUon.  TTiere  is 
an  obvious  need  for  a  continued  correla¬ 
tion  of  our  present  mission  work,  which 
we  call  “Social  Service,”  and  the  pos¬ 
sibility  that  other  emphases  will  need 
*0  be  made  under  tbis  heading  at  various 
.imes;  therefore.  It  would  seem  unwise  . 
to  completely  abolish  the  Social  Service 
Committee. 

On  the  other  hand,  tt  has  also  been 
bvlous  that  there  has  been  no  necessity 
for  a  committee  on  paper  which  has  not 
been  expected  to  or  instructed  to  per-, 
form  its  duties  nor  have  such  duties 
been  performed  by  said  Committee  for 
a  period  of  years. 

It  was  this  feeling  by  the  Committee 
Itself  which  produced  the  resolution 
under  which  our  Special  Committee  was 
appointed  and  order  to  function  by 
last  year's  Coaventioo;  therefore,  tt 
seems  necessary  that  we  approach  our 
proMem  from  a  new  angle. 

Article  vn  of  the  Ctonstitution  stipu¬ 
lates  “the  general  work  of  the  Conven- 
tkm  shall  be  committed  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board,  which  shall  have  charge 
and  sepervisian,  unless  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided,  of  an  the  work  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  Mcloding  missions,  education,  so¬ 
cial  aervice,  .  .  .  .  ”  and  alnce  the 
practice  for  many  years  (a  practice
